MOSCOW, Aug. 3 (AP)—The 
Soviet Union announced today it 
is ready for a Big Four meeting 
on Germany but differed with 
the West on what should be dis- 
cussed, | 

In identical notes to the Unit- 
ed States, Britain and France, 
the Russians also renewed their 
long-standing proposal for a big 
power parley— including Com- 
munist China—on other prob- 
lems threatening world. peace. 

The three Western ministers, 
after their Washington meeting, 
had proposed July 15 that So- 
viet Foreign Minister V. M. Mol- 
otov meet with them to discuss 
an Austrian independence treaty 
and, for Germany, “the organi- 
zation of free elections and the 
establishment of a free all-Ger- 
man government.” 

Soviet Counter-Proposal. 

The Soviet reply, delivered 
yesterday to the three Western 
embassies, counter-proposed that 
the Foreign Ministers discuss: 

1. “Measures to decrease ten- 
sion in international relations.” 

2. “The German problem in- 
cluding the problem of re-estab- 
lishment of German unity and 
the conclusion of a peace treaty.”

ambiguous and will require a 
great deal more study.) 
The Soviets said they had 


- voiced their attitude on Austria 


in a note July 30 to the Western 
powers, in which they asked the 
West to drop the “short form” 
treaty it has proposed and return 
to negotiations on the detailed 
draft long under discussion by 
deputy foreign ministers. 

“It goes without saying that a 
possible successful solution of 
the German problem could also 
help a solution of the Austrian 
question,” the latest note said. 

Proposing a separate and 
wider conference of Foreign 
Ministers to seek a lessening of 
international tension, the Rus- 
sian note said Asia also should 
be discussed and the participa- 
tion of the Chinese people’s re- 
public is essential.” 

“The great Chinese people 
are united and rallied as never 
before by the Chinese people's 
republic. They now justly de- 
mand the re-establishment of 
their legal rights in all interna- 
tional affairs,” the Kremlin de- 
clared.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (UP) 
—President Eisenhower waded 
into a stack of legisiation today 
to clear the way to leave this 
weekend for a summer vacation 
3 three weeks in Colo- 
rado. 

Back from a flying trip to the 
Governor’s conference at Seattle, 
the President had 207 bills, most 
of them minor, before him for 
action this morning. One more

Eisenhower hoped to pass on 
the bulk of this legislation be- 
for leaving for Denver, but 
members of his staff said he 
still would be forced to take 
2 bills with him to Colo- 
rado. 

The White House staff will 
set up working headquarters in 
the Administration building at 
Lowry Air Force Base outside 
Denver. 

Eisenhower was expected to 
spend more than a week in Den- 
ver, probably living at the home 
of Mrs. John S. Doud, the moth- 
er of Mrs. Eisenhower. When the 
President has caught up with his 
study of accumulated legislation, 
he may go into the mountains 
north of Denver.

AT SING SING, HE 
KILLED ROSENBERGS 


OSSINING, N.Y., Aug. 5 (UP) 
—The electrician who pulled the 
switch to electrocute atom spies 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg and 
at least 135 other convicts has 
resigned as execytioner at Sing 
Sing prison. 

Joseph Francel of Cairo, N.Y., 
told the warden he was quitting, 
effective Aug. 15, after the state 
refused to increase the $150 fee 
for each execution. He refused 
to say whether he was resigning 
because of his pay, which has 
been unchanged since he took 
the job in 1939. He also would 
not comment on reports he has 
received threats against his life. 

He has executed 135 persons 
for the state and two for the 
United States Department of 
Justice. The latter were the 
Rosenbergs, on June 19. 

Francel, a veteran of World 
War I, runs an electrical repair 
business at Cairo.

LONDON, Aug. 5 (AP)—A 10- 
engine United States Air Force 
bomber plunged into the North 
Atlantic early today and its 
23 men jumped into the_icy 
waves. 

Fourteen hours after the RB- 
36 reconnaissance plane went 
down a British ship, the Man- 
chester Shipper, radioed it had 


recovered three bodies, 420 
miles west of Prestwick, Scot- 
land. 

Pilot of the downed plane was 
Maj. John W. Mulheron, for- 
merly of St. Louis. 

Search planes sighted two 
masses of wreckage 285 miles 
apart. Ships rushed to both 
places. 

One circling rescue plane ra- 
dioed that it had spotted a raft 
with five men aboard. Four of 
the men waved but the fifth 
seemed to be motionless on the 
wildly tossing raft. 

Crewmen bailed out of the 
blazing RB-36 at 2400 feet while 
it was en route from Travis 
Field, California, to England. 
Some may have ridden the plane 
down in an attempt to ditch 
it in the 15-foot high waves. 
Presumably the survivors 
were scattered over a wide area. 
Surface ships represented their 
best chance for life. Seaplanes 
reached the scene but could not 
set down in the pounding seas. 
Two search planes—American 
SB-29s—parachuted lifeboats to 
the men on the raft, and 12 
American planes continued the 
search through the night, hoping 
to spot flares. At dawn another 


guay also reached the scene. 
The first wreckage was sighted 


time (6:36 a.m., St. Louis time), 
or just over eight hours after 
the RB-36, world’s largest plane 
in regular operation, went down.

Other American and British 
aircraft engaged in the search 
halted their retangular flying 
patterns and began flying in 
wide circles around the area to 
determine if any men had drift- 
ed away. 

Later, another bit of wreckage 
was sighted 285 miles east-south- 
ea&t of the raft. An American 
search plane that made this find 
said it believed a floating silk 
parachute was among the jum- 
bled floating mass spotted. The 
plane circled the area awaiting 
the arrival of a surface vessel. 

It was assumed that because 
of the speed with which the 
bomber traveled, the men who 
jumped were scattered over a 
wide area. With dusk approach- 
ing in the search area, it is 
easier sometimes to spot a sin- 
gle man by night by the flare 
with which his survivor suit is 
equipped than it is to see him 
in daylight, airmen said.

A high percentage of the re- 
turning American prisoners were 
found to be suffering from tu- 
berculosis and other lung dis- 
eases, however. 


Col. Fred E. Seymour, head 
of the hospital at Freedom Vil- 
lage, said “I am not sure they 
will all recover.” He added, 
though, that in the past “we 
have pulled some of them right 
out of the grave.” 


Capt. Cox, discussing the 
mental condition of the repatri- 
ated captives said most of them 
in this first delivery of Opera- 
tion Big Switch “were a little 
bit flat—that is, indifferent.” He 
said this could be attributed in 
a good part “to a lack of phy- 
sical stamina.” 


Asked if he found any evil- 
dence that prisoners had suc- 
cumbed to Communist “brain 
washing” Cox replied: 


„We did not stimulate any re- 
action. None volunteered any.” 


Further Diagnosis. 


Cex noted that further psychi- 
atric diagnosis will be conducted 
at Inchon and during the ocean 
voyage back to the United States. 

“We just did a very cursory 
examination,” he said. “It is 
our job to separate those with 
definite mental disease.” 

Col, L. E. Gatto of Cambridge, 
Mass., chief psychiatrist for the 
Far East air forces, explained 
that the questions asked at Free- 
dom Village were limited to pre- 
vent stirring up the prisoners’ 
emotions.

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FRUCKER STRIKE 
DELAYING WORK 
ONHOMES VALUED 
AT M. MILLIONS 


4000 Planned Units Al- 
ready Abandoned, 
Survey Shows; Union 
Holding Firm Against 
Arbitration. 


The AFL Teamsters Union 
stood firm today against sub- 
mitting its contract dispute with 
the concrete industry to arbitra- 
tion as reports from construction 
firms indicated that the walkout 
of 550 drivers has delayed resi- 
‘dential construction valued at 
$50,000,000. 

An estimate of the loss in 
commercial, institutional and in- 
dustrial building since the 
drivers struck May 19 was not 
immediately available. But the 
fact that only one-sixth of the 
18,000 craftsmen normally em- 
ployed on such work at this time 
of the year now are working, 
was a Clear indication that the 


loss amounts to several million 
dollars. 


In the first comprehensive 
survey of the crippled residen- 
tial construction industry; it was 
found that of the more than 
10,000 residential units planned 
for the St. Louis area more than 
4000 have been abandoned com- 
pletely and work on many of 
those already under construction 
is virtually stymied because of 
lack of concrete. 

Long-Range Effects. 

Moreover, the survey showed, 
the effects of the strike will be 
felt through next year, because 
most large contractors have 
dropped the idea of developing 
new subdivisions, anticipating 
that completion of the work now 
at a standstill will extend into 
the building season of 1954. 

In the home building indus- 
try, in recent peak years more 
than 20,000 workers of the vari- 
ous crafts have been working 
in August. The best estimate 
available places the number of 
men working now at about 6000. 
None of the jobless construction 
workers is on strike but they 
are unable to work because of 
the drivers’ strike. 


Meanwhile, at the request of 
the circuit court grand jury, 
officials of the striking union, 
Teamsters Local 682, have called 
a meeting for Friday morning 
at which the strikers will vote 
by secret ballot on whether they 
wish to accept arbitration as a 
means of ending their walkout 
and resolving the wage and 
other issues involved in their 
strike. 


Agreed To By Official. 


The secret ballot was agreed 
to by Richard Kavner, represen- 
tative of the Teamsters Joint 
Council, who testified yesterday 
before the grand jury in its in- 
quiry to determine the causes 
for the stalemate between the 
union and employers. Earlier 
yesterday the strikers had voted 
by show of hands against arbi- 
tration. 

Kavner said today that the 
union officials are still opposed 
to arbitration because the em- 
ployers will not agree in ad- 
vance to making available to ar- 
bitrators financial records which 
the union thinks are essential to 
a just determination of whether 
the union demands are justified. 

He said that the “union still 
stands ready to re-open negotia- 
tions toward a settlement and 
expects the employers to assume 
their responsibility to the com- 
munity and join such negotia- 
tions.” 5

Got’ Through East Zone 
Blockade Set Up to 
Cripple U.S. Food 


The record for one day’s 
flight was set June 24, a week 
the East German revolt, 
when 46 soldiers and policemen 
applied here for political asy- 
lum, The total for 1953 is 2555 
two-thirds of them Army troops. 
The Cemmunist blockade and 
& rash of terror trials cut sharply 
today the rush of East Germans 
to regeive free American food 
packages in West Berlin. 

Hundreds Still Come, 
Despite police threats and 
rain, hundreds of people from 
Soviet East Berlin still came 
over for aid as the giveaway 
swung into its tenth day and 
toward the 1,500,000 parcel 
mark. Germans in the rest of the 
Russian occupation zone were 
barred by a blockade on rail 
travel to Berlin imposed last 
weekend. 

Protest demonstrations against 
the travel bar were put down by 
German Communist police. 

The Red government added 
terror with a series of drum- 
head trials to punish people who 
had come to Berlin to fetch the 
“American Judas parcels” last 
week. Communist papers printed 
long “blacklists” of East German 
reliefers, sometimes with pic- 
tures, denouncing them as “trai- 
tors and provocateurs.” 

The Communist press was 
silent about the United States 
offer to release $1,400,000 of 
frozen East German funds in 
American banks if it is used 
only to buy food for the Soviet 
zone. 

The Communists obviously 
published their manifesto before 
they received Moscow’s instruc- 
tions on how to handle the 
American offer to thaw the 
frozen funds. Instead, they 
again flaunted Red Premier 
Otto Grotewohl’s recent boast 
that he was ready to buy 515, 
000,000 worth of American food 
—a boast he can now start to 
make good if Moscow will per- 
mit him. 

Proposal Hailed. 

The West Berlin press hailed 
the American funds proposal as 
a shrewd diplomatic stroke 
which will increase the Commu- 
nists embarrassment over the 
“food war.” 

Rejection will further inflame 
the angry, hungry Germans. Ac- 
ceptance will be an admission 
that Russia is not making the 
shipments—for pay—-which it 
promised several weeks ago 
when it rejected President Eis-

Gov. Frank G. Clement of 
Tennessee charged that à delib- 
erate conspiracy” by private in- 
terests had caused misunder- 
standing by “responsible nation- 
al officials” of the “true facts 
about the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority.” 


He said he had been told by 
Sherman Adams, assistant to the 
President, that the White House 
viewpoint on TVA had been 
based on information supplied by 
the Edison Electric Institute, an 
association of private utility 


companies hostile to public 
power. 
In June, the President re- 


ferred to TVA as an example of 
“creeping socialism,” but later 
softened this criticism and em- 
phasized that he did not wish to 
destroy the agency. 


Assails Fund Reduction. 


Clement told the group he 
was dissatisfied with the reduc- 
tion in funds granted TVA for 
the 1954 fiscal year: “If it’s 
wrong for us to develop TVA 
fully, it’s wrong for us to have 
it at "all, * he declared. 


Gov. Paul L. Patterson of 
Oregon proposed that the sys- 
tem of pooling electric power 
followed in the Columbia river 
basin be used as a pattern for 
other parts of the country. 

In the Northwest power pool, 
he said, both private and public 
power producers “have all 
thrown their lots in together.” It 
has worked,” he said. “It has 
helped up over the power short- 
ages of the last few years. It is 
the key to the problem.” 


A third viewpoint on river 
management was presented by 
Gov. Sigurd Anderson of South 
Dakota, who asserted that “the 
people of the Missouri river 
basin feel the ‘valley authority’ 
type of program is not suited 
to our needs.” 

He advocated the state-federal 
compact plan of setting up an 
administrative body to manage 
multiple-purpose water and soil 
programs. This approach, which 
has been formally indorsed. by 
a committee of the 10 Missouri 
river state governors, is being 
drawn up in the form of legis- 
lation for submission to the 
state legislatures concerned and, 
possibly, Congress. 

The compact idea was ap- 
proved by Eisenhower here in 
Seattle during the presidential 
campaign last October, when he

The President listened closely 
as the governors presented their 
views and shared in the general 
amusement when Gov. Robert 
F. Kennon of Louisiana sug- 
gested that industries which 
needed water but were located 
in arid states come to the Gulf 
Coast “where the supply is vir- 
tually unlimited.” 


The two-hour session was con- 
ducted against a brilliant back- 
ground of state and territorial 
flags in the ornate Olympic Ho- 
tel ballroom. 

Crowds lined Seattle streets 
Tuesday night to welcome the 
President and gathered in the 
hotel lobby during the day to 
catch a glimpse of him as he 
went in to lunch privately with 
the governors. 

Eisenhower visited a brother, 
Edgar N. Eisenhower of Tacoma, 
and other relatives in this area 
yesterday before flying back to 
Washington. 

Determined advocates of pub- 
lic power were unable to obtain 
an audience with the President 
to discuss the Hell’s Canyon is- 
sue, although they had a meet- 
ing with McKay. 

McKay touched off the con- 
troversy in the spring when he 
withdrew Interior Department 
objections to a plan by Idaho 
Power Co., to build three low 
dams in the Hell’s Canyon region 
of the Snake river. Under the 
Truman Administration, the De- 
partment had opposed the plan, 
proposing instead to build a 
single high dam at Hell's Can-

As indicated by individual 
statements and decisions on 
specific matters such as Hell's 
Canyon by McKay, the Adminis- 
tration’s program has appeared 
to be one of cutbacks and mod- 
eration.

RUSSIA, ‘ARGENTINA 


SIGN /$150,000,000 
TRADE AGREEMENT 


BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 5 (AP) 
—Russia and Argentina today 
signed a $150,000,000 trade 
agreement. 

It was the result of conversa- 
tions started last Feb. 7 when 
the late Joseph Stalin received 
Argentine Ambassador Leopold 
Bravo. 

The Soviet delegation headed 
by Nikolai Tchekline, director 
general of foreign trade for 
Russia, has been enaged in ne- 
gotiations with Argentine For- 
eign Minister Jeronimo Remo- 
rino since the group arrived two 
months ago. 

The- Argentine will supply 
$75,000,000 worth of linseed oil, 
wool, hides, quebracho extract, 
lamb and pork. In return, Rus- 
sia will supply an equivalent 
amount in petroleum, coal, steel, 
drugs, dyes, farm machinery and 
oil drilling equipment. 

It was the first trade agree- 
ment between the two countries 
since Argentina renewed diplo- 
matie relations with Russia in 

1946, after interruption follow- 
ing the 1917 revolution.

The university cannot survive ‘as 
the great institution it has long 
been if its affairs are to be con- 
ducted on the basis of this sort 
of low political intrigue.

These are not all the measures either passed or defeated, but with the Bricker resolu- 
tion to reduce the constitutional power of the Président in conducting foreign relations, 
and the Senate resolution to condemn the Yalta and Potsdam agreements, they constitute 
the main items of business disposed of one way or another or delayed until next year. 

The conclusion is inescapable that not only do the debits outweigh the credits but 
that the credits themselves are not too impressive for a party that has returned to power, 
under an extraordinarily popular leader, after being out on grass so long. 

And while it does not show from the lists of enactments and rejections, many of the 
credits are due to the support of the minority party members in much greater propor- 
tion than the majority party membership su pport. 

It takes no prophet to foresee that the second session of the Eighty-third Congress, 
scheduled for January, will wish that the first session had not postponed tax revision, 
farm price supports and sé many other hot potato issues to the midterm election year. 
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Arbitrate! 

It is very good news that the AFL building 
material truck drivers are to vote once more 
on arbitration of the dispute with concrete 
dealers which as tied up the construction in- 
dustry for 12 weeks, 


The entire St. Louis community will hope 
that the drivers and their union leaders will 
weigh the decision well. For the Circuit Court 
grand jury’s arbitration proposal, like Mayor 
Tucker’s proposal before. it, undoubtedly re- 
flects the opinion of the community. The 
community wants this costly strike ended. It 
believes arbitration is the fairest way to end it. 

Two weeks ago Harold J. Gibbons, trustee of 
the union, gave the Mayor and the. public to 
understand that the union's only objection to 
arbitration was the lack of “safeguards.” He 
said the union wanted to be sure that the 
dealers’ books would be open to a certified 
public accountant so that all pertinent facts 
could be taken into account. 


“If we get a definite assurance that the 
books will be available, then we will go ahead 
and arbitrate,” Gibbons declared. 

Since that time, statements by the Mayor and 
the employers’ representatives have shown that 
the books will be available—if the arbitrators 
want them. In other words, the arbitrators are 
assured of having all the facts they decide they 
need. 


But now there is no more talk of “safe- 
guards.” Now that “safeguards” have been as- 
sured, the union leaders simply reject arbitra- 
tion altogether. The time has come to revise 
that stand. 


As an alternative, the union suggested the 
appointment of a fact-finding board, without 
power to make binding recommendations. One 
of its own nominees for that board, the Rev. 
Leo C. Brown, S.J., of St. Louis University, has 
himself declared that the only solution to the 
controversy is arbitration. 

Most unions are reluctant to submit to arbi- 
tration on wage issues, and understandably so. 
But in this case 12 long weeks of deadlock 
strongly argue that there is no other effective 


way to end a costly tie- up of the-construction 


industry. Such is the judgment of Mayor Tucker, 
the grand jury and the entire community. 

If the union wants to make good the fine 
words its leaders utter on the subject of re-

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Question of the Missing Men 

This is a happy day in many a home. It 
marks the beginning of Operation Big Switch, 
the return of Korean prisoners of war. 

Each day of the exchange, however, will be 
clouded by an uneasy doubt which in the end 
will mean deep sorrow for many a family. The 
number of American ‘prisoners listed by the 
,Communists accords well enough with the num- 
ber acknowledged by the U.N. command to have 
been captured. As of July 29 that figure was 
2961. But on that date another 8654 Americans, 
not counting other U.N. soldiers, were listed 
as missing. 

No doubt some of these were really killed in 
battle; some probably died of battle wounds; 
others may have died because of “military ac- 
tion” while they were captives, and disease 
took its share. But even after considering 
these probabilities, it is difficult to believe that 
only three out of every 12 men who disappeared 
in the fighting should now appear as returning 
prisoners. It is well nigh impossible not to 
agree with Gen. Mark W. Clark, the U.N. com- 
mander, that the Communists are holding more 
men than they admit. 

When sick and wounded prisoners were ex- 
changed last April, the reports of returning 
prisoners caused the U.N. command to accuse 
the Communists of holding back 375 Allied 
prisoners then eligible for exchange. Is this 
situation about to recur on a larger scale? 

The assertion of the Bonn government that 
the Russians are still holding 330,000 Germans, 
and Tokyo’s claim that they are holding more 
than 77,000 Japanese are most disturbing in 
this connection. 

There may be no proof warranting the im- 
mediate conclusion that the North Koreans and 
the Chinese are repeating the Russian pattern 
of holding back prisoners, chiefly to use them 
as forced labor in the work of reconstruction. 
It is to be hoped, nevertheless, that the neutrals 
named to police the final stages of the truce 
will find their powers broad enough to pro- 
vide a more definite answer than that so far 
given by the Chinese and the North Koreans 
to this question of the missing men.

The July issue of The Reporter 
magazine was devoted to a remarkable 
and detailed series of articles on the 
methods and effects of McCarthyism 
on the United States information pro- 
gram.

By far the most remarkable thing 
about Roy M, Cohn and G. David

A Potboiler About Paradise 


THE SINGER NOT THE SONG, by Audrey Erskine 
Lindop. (Appleton-Century-Crofts, 371 pet., $3.75.) 
Except for the fact that the Literary 

Guild has chosen this novel as its cur- 

rent selection, it could be dismissed in 

a paragraph. Unfortunately, it is as- 

sured wide distribution and, beyond 

that, such a skilled practitioner as Mar- 
jorie Kinnan Rawlings has praised it. 

Probably because of the theme, Miss 
Lindop, who is an English woman, has 
decided to write on a subject just short 
of the altitude of Milton’s “Paradise 
Lost.” The conflict between good and 
evil, no less. It is something far be- 
yond her ability to work out in real- 
istic detail. 

She writes barrenly about her Mexi- 
can setting. So far as her conveying an 
authentic Mexican 
atmosphere is con- 
cerned, one is 
tempted to wise- 
crack about the 
low cost tours 
available nowadays. 
She also has the 
annoying habit of 
sticking in as her 
verb for “said” 
such things as 
‘*smiled.’’ We 
thought Heming- 
way had changed 
all that. 

The lady's un-

Mexico is laughable to anyone who has 
been there very long. 

Her Father Keogh comes to a small 
Mexican town that rests uneasily in the 
grip of a bandit called, with utmost 
subtlety, Malo. Both Father Keogh and 
Malo, “the Bad one of the Cats,” are 
beautiful men. The novel is about their 
antagonism; about how one, then the 
other, rides high. The author assures 
us that Malo is a vicious character, but 
she seems so in love with him that she 
never conveys his menacing quality 
and, indeed, he seems more to fit the 
name given him by the American bar- 
tender Pussyfoot.“ 

In the last 50 pages the novel be- 
comes a sort of Mickey Spillane thriller 
with the difference that one is not so 
much concerned about the characters 
as whether the author will be able to 
pull herself out of her plot. Nothing 
the book clubs have fetched forth, in 
simple bosomed modesty, can quite 
make up for this potboiler.

As they turned north to 
break pumpernickel with their 
hosts and most persistant pur- 
suers, the Milwaukee Braves, 
the Brooklyns bore a recog- 
nizeable resemblance to the 
best team in the National 
League and possibly the best 
in baseball. 

Their pitching has been good 
enough. Junior Gilliam and 
Roy Campanella have been 
bona fide stars. Other mem- 
bers of the cast have done 
their chores in turn, handing 
the burden around from one 
to another as this hot opera- 

‘tive cooled and that one be- 
gan to run a temperature.

T is, of course, still possible 

for the Dodgers to lose. The 

club proved in 1951 that a 
team can dissipate a longer 
lead than Brooklyn now enjoys 
in less time than now remains. 
Lightning can strike several 
times in one place but it 
doesn't as a rulc. 

Brooklyn now stands apart 
as the team most likely to suc- 
ceed, and there are indications 
that if success does come it 
will be achieved with compara- 
tively little help from the man 
who has been deemed the in- 
dispensible man, Jackie Rob- 
inson, that is. 

During the three-game series 
with the Cards, Robinson was 
a spectator except for one 
brief appearance. He sat out 
the first two contests, started 
the third and was withdrawn, 
with the Dodgers, trailing, aft- 
er making one single in two 
times at bat. 

There are a couple of sig- 
nificant points about this. For 
one thing, he always plays at 
Busch Stadium when physi- 
cally able, being a tremendous 
drawing card with this city’s 
large negro population. For 
another, it is not his custom 
to retire when Brooklyn is 
losing if it is at all possible 
for him to carry on. He seeks 
rest only when victory is safe. 

This leads naturally to the 
conclusion that Robinson is 
closer than most people think 
to the end of his string. There 
is mofe than a touch of gray 
at his temple. He has squan- 
dered his youth in strenuous 
play on the baseball and foot- 
ball fields. The knee condi- 
tion which is handicapping 
him is chronic; it gets worse 
rather than otherwise. 

The Lingering Twilight. 
OBINSON has a great and 
justifiable pride in what 
he has accomplished. It 

has been felt for a long time 
that if the day came when he 
realized he could no longer 
play first-class baseball, pride 
might dictate his voluntary re- 
tirement—even in mid-season 
—because he could not accept 
a secondary role, 

There are, however, impor- 
tant personal considerations 
that must make such a deci- 
sion difficult. As long as 
there is a chance of getting 
one more $40,000 contract, it 
is not easy for any man to 
back off. Moreover, Robinson 
is practical enough to know 
that his other sources of in- 
come, such as radio, television 
and journalism, would be less 
remunerative if he ceased to 
be an active figure in baseball. 

These other sources of in- 
come have been giving him 
some trouble lately. He was 
caught up on a couple of irre- 
sponsible statements ghost- 
written under his by-line. He 
had to back down on the 
plainly erroneous contention 
that none of the Brooklyn 
players have improved them- 
selves financially since Branch 
Rickey left the club. Some 
of his warmest admirers 
among the press were not 
gratified by his complaint that 
baseball writers were preju- 
diced against him.

Fires burn right across 
them. 
Acorn Crop Again Threatened. 
“It’s too early in the year to 
predict what the final effects 
will be on game but last year’s 
records indicate what can hap- 
pen,” he continued. “Quail pro- 
duction was down 50 per cent in 
the worst drouth areas last year. 
Water and cover were not the 
only things that declined. Our 
studies found that 38 per cent of 


.the white oaks failed to produce 


are an important food for squir- 
rels, deer, and turkeys. Unless 
the present drouth abates, we 
can expect even less acorn pro- 
duction this year, and those 
game animals that depend on 
acorns for food will be affected 
accordingly. We will see some 
of these effects in our 1954 pop- 
ulation, especially in squifrels.” 

Steen said that along with this 
serious outlook, the 1953 cover 
restoration and tree plantings 
have taken’ a severe beating, 
with die-offs reported up to al- 
most 100 per cent in some areas. 

“Last year,” he concluded, 
“we lost 55 per cent set out due 
to dry weather, and this year’s 
picture is even blacker.” 

H. L. Brown, ranger for the 
Doniphan district of the Clark 
National Forest, reports 12 fires 
since June 1. Recently a forest 
fire burned 90 acres in the 
Irish Wilderness, one of the 
outstanding deer woods in the 
Ozarks. 

Caution by Hunters Urged.. 

“The woods are rapidly ap- 
proaching the extremely dry and 
critically dangerous condition 
they knew last summer,” Brown 
said. He explained that the few 


rains the Clark National Forest | the 


has received have been of the 
shower type and not heavy 
enough to soak into the parched 
soil. He called on all hunters 
to exert extreme caution and re- 
quested squirrel hunters to re- 
frain from firing den trees. 

In the Poplar Bluff district, 
Ranger Paul Kihlmire reported 
18 fires since June 1. During 
June 235 acres burned over and 
in July 100 acres. Kihlmire said 
that the extreme drouth has 
killed many of this year’s pine 
seedlings and that the white 
oak acorn crop this year will be 


almost a total failure. “Only the 4 


pin oak, black oak, and black 
jatk are producing an acorn crop 
and it is very short,” he said. 
“The extreme drouth is causing 
the acorns and hickory nuts to 
shrivel and fall off before théy 
are developed. The condition 
can only mean a shortage of 
deer and squirrel food this com- 
ing winter.’ 

Rural carriers and farmers re- 
port seeing pairs of quail trav- 
eling along the outlying coun- 
try roads and fields. Only two 
coveys of small birds have been 
reported. The. extreme heat 
and lack of moisture have 
greatly retarded a successful 
nesting season. Farmers are 
closely gleaning their fields be- 
cause of the hay shortage and 
many nests have consequently 
been broken up. Wildlife cover 
and habitat for many small game 
birds and animals have been vir- 
tually wiped out. If conditions 
continue, Missouri wildlife will 
become depleted to such an ex- 
tent that it will take several 
years for it to recover.

Danger in Pork 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


NE in every six people in the United States and Can- 
0 ada have worms in their muscles trichinosis—from 

eating pork infected with Trichinella worms. Many 
people so infected have no symptoms. Most who have 
symptoms slowly recover. Others die. Some are left 
permanent invalids. All were careless in eating pork. 

No one is immune to this disease and there is no cure. 
Neither antibiotics nor drugs nor vaccines affect this tiny, 
deadly worm. Preventing infection is the real answer. 

Full-grown Trichinella worms are about one-eighth of 
an inch long and 1-400 inch broad. They remain alive for 
up to 40 years, curled up in lemon-shaped, invisibly tiny 
capsules between muscle fibers.

WHEN YOU EAT 3 meat, thege dormant worm 
capsules are digested but their live contents grow into full - 
size worms, each of which has about 1500 offspring. They 
get into your blood one to three weeks after you eat their 
parents, Because many organs can be invaded by the 
worms, symptoms can resemble those of about 50 other 
diseases, This makes diagnosis difficult. 

Ordinary methods of salting and smoking meat do not 
kill these worms. Nor can Government inspection of meat 
at packing houses identify infected pork. 

This means that hog infection must be eliminated for 
your own protection. Three to five times as many raw 
garbage-fed hogs are infected as are hogs fed only grain. 

Better garbage treatment is vitally needed in most 
communities. Garbage either must not be fed to hogs or 
it must be thoroughly cooked first. 


x X * 

GOVERMENT INSPECTED packing plants do treat 
their sausage pork and other pork products intended to be 
eaten without further cooking so that the worms are killed, 

This is not done in country slaughtered meat or by the 
individual hog-raiser who eats his own pork. Nor is the 
pork of pork chops, pork loin, and other meats intended 
to be cooked before eating treated to kill worms, even by 
the inspected packing houses. 

This means that you must be highly suspicious of all 
pork products, You can protect yourself by making sure 
you eat no pink pork chops or pork loin. If pork is pink 
when served, it hasn't been cooked through and through 
enough to be safe. Always thoroughly cook ham, bacon, 
pork chops, pork loin, and all other pork meats—just to be 


on the safe side. 


Be particularly careful to cook thoroughly country 
sausage and other pork products from rural areas where the 
meat has not been frozen or effectively treated to kill any 
worms it may contain. 

Storage of pork in deep freeze units at zero to five 
degrees Fahrenheit will kill the worms. So will refrigera- 
tion at minus one degree Fahrenheit for 24 hours. 

Well-cooked pork is a valuable food. It is one of the 
best natural sources of vitamin B.

Resorts at Jasper and Banff Take on 
International Aspect, With Majority 


of Visitors From 
From Missouri

JASPER, Alta., Aug. 5. 

MAN from Missouri started 

it all. His name was Jasper 

Hawes. He trudged into the 
Canadian Rockies to trap for 
furs and in 1813 strolled through 
a wide pass stockaded by majes- 
tic mountains. Because he had 
a mop of tawny hair, Indians 
called the pass “the Yellow- 
head.” 

Jasper Hawes married an In- 
dian maiden, raised a large fam- 
ily and managed a frontier post 
of the old Hudson’s Company 
which the fur brigades spoke of 
as “Jasper’s House.” 

A hundred years after the 
journey in moosehide moccasins 
of Jasper Hawes, from Missouri, 
trains whistled in the long slot 
of the Yellowhead. Passengers 
looked out on scenic marvels 
that made the pulse beat faster 
-—waterfalls dissolving in plumes 
of spray and peaks that would 
challenge the skill of a Himalaya 
climber. But the passengers 
were unable to find a place to 
stay. Women and children could 
not be expected to go from a 
sleeping car to a tent or lean-to. 

So the Canadian National Rail- 
way, in 1923, established a re- 
sort just beyond the eastern 
threshold of Yellowhead Pass 
and named it “Jasper” for the 
adventurer who had blazed a 
pioneer’s trail from the United 
States long before. The name 
was appropriate, because the re- 
sort would depend for patronage 
upon families from the native 
land of Jasper Hawes. 


Jasper Park Lodge, along 
with Banff Springs Hotel, a 
project of the rival Canadian 
Pacific Railrodd, 185 miles off 
to the south, constitutes today 
the most successful and extra- 
ordinary combination of moun- 
tain resorts anywhere in North 
America. 

In fact, Banff and Jasper are 
more than mere resorts. er 
B. Pearson, Canada’s Foreign 
Minister, has said they are “vir- 
tually national institutions.” Yet 
even this may be an understate- 
ment. The two ces are liter- 
ally international in scope. Dur- 
ing a normal tourist season, from 
June until the snows of early 
October, 75 per cent of the 
guests at Jasper and 76 per cent 
at Banff are citizens of the 
United States. 


In the beginning both Banff 
and Jasper were primarily rail- 
road undertakings. Indeed, the 
Canadian Pacific, first of Can- 
ada’s transcontinentals, built 
in the timbered wilderness in 
1888, only three years after the 
pounding of an iron spike sym- 
bolized completion of the line. 
The name “Banff” came not 
from a bold woodsman like Jas- 

er Hawes but from the water- 

g place of Banff, in Scotland, 
where several prominet inves- 
tors in the r d had been 
born. 

But now the luxurious rail- 
road lodges are only part of 
the facilities at Banff and Jas- 
per. These actually are resort 
communities located wholly in- 
side national parks of Canada, 
Banff, larger of the two places, 
has a year-around population of 
2400. Yet in the summer more 
than 250,000 visitors may stream 
through Banff in a steady tor- 
rent of automobiles, buses, bi- 
cycles and passenger trains. 

No two spots on the conti- 
nent have been more completely 
dedicated to the tourist than 
Banff and Jasper. Even the 
Canadian Government co-oper- 
ates. On duty, troopers of the 
famous Royal Mounted wear a 
tunic of dull chocolate-brown.

The dashing scarlet is reserved 
for ceremonial occasions such 
as the Queen’s Birthday. But at 
Banff and Jasper, during the 
summer season, crimson jackets 
are the order of the day, seven 
days a week. 


In addition, a constable of the 
Mounted, in full kit, stands on 
the station platform swinging a 
swagger stick with the arrival of 
each crack ‘passenger express. 
Often he seems to have been se- 
lected for his similarity to the 
Hollywood version of the Moun- 
ties, Female wayfarers from 
the United States swarm about 
the handsome but embarrassed 
young man in red coat and Stet- 
son hat, making their cameras 
click like typewriter keys.

ANFF is wholly a federal re- 
serve. The National Parks Bu- 
reau owns all the land in the 
city. It leases lots to business 
men, residents and hotels. All 
basic utilities such as electricity, 
nking water and sewage col- 
lection are furnished by the na- 
tional government. The citizens 
elect a five-member council, but 
this is only advisory and cannot 
enact ordinances or legislation. 


The people of Banff and Jas- 
per townships do not mind their 
federal status, although it may 
deny to them several sources of 
revenue which enrich many re- 
sort communities in “the States.“ 
Alberta provincial law strictly 
forbids gambling and liquor 
across the bar. may be 
sold in stores of the provincial 
government and in no other 
place. And when law violations 
are concerned, the Mounties 
demonstrate that their presence 
in the Rockies is not merely to 
wear the glittering scarlet uni- 
form. 

Both Banff and Jasper indi- 
cate they are entirely aware of 
their reliance on nomads from 
south of the international line. 
Even when the Canadian dollar 
has been worth as high as $1.05 
in the trade marts, signs in 
store windows at Banff and Jas- 
per carried this reassuring mes- 
sage: “We Accept American 
Money at Par.” 

When the Canadian Govern- 
ment wanted to name a lofty 
peak in honor of the American 
who had led the victorious in- 
vasion of Europe in World War 
II, it is significant that a crag 
was chosen only 14 miles from 
Banff. Mount Eisenhower, a 
massive battlement which once 
was known as “Castle Moun- 
tain,” has added pertinence for 
American tourists today because 
it bears the name of the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Although the railroad resorts 
at Banff and Jasper now have 
competition from auto courts 
and many smaller hotels and 
inns, they are fabulous projects 
and symbols of the gilded age. 

The Banff Springs Hotel re- 
sembles a vast medieval castle 
of stone, with turreted roof and 
spires, It is larger than the im- 
mense Peace Palace at Versailles 
and it cost a prodigious $16,000,-

While Banff is one mammoth 
building, Jasper Lodge consists 
of a central dining hall sur- 
rounded by dozens of log cot- 
tages and bungalows. Some of 
these little chalets face limpid 
Lac Beauvert, others front on 
glacial] summits.

The positions pay only about $55 
a month, but other advantages 
are extensive—room and board, 
lavish tipping, plenty of spare 
time to climb mountains and 
swim in lakes, a free railroad 
pass back and forth across the 
country on either the Canadian

When the main building at 
Jasper burned to the ground in 
1952, guests stayed on and ate 
in the helps’ dining quarters. 
Many patrons observed that even 
these surroundings were more 
comfortable and sumptuous than 
those at most run-of-the-mill re- 
sorts. A new fireproof central 
structure was opened by Jasper 
officials in June after construc- 
tion crews had worked through 
the long mountain winter. 

The town of Jasper is con- 
siderably smaller than Banff, 
perhaps because it lies 185 miles 
farther from the American bor- 
der. Banff offers a School of 
Fine Arts to summer patrons, 
where they can learn painting, 
sculpture, theater, modern dance 
and the ballet. It is not out of 
the ordinary for a column of 
mountain-climbers, on their way 
to a lofty pinnacle, to pass 
statuesque young women wheel- 
ing and pirouetting in a rocky 
glade, their bare legs flashing 
against the scenic background.
